Like other reality television shows, The Bachelor’ 
is built on the professional wrestling premise of 

Kayfabe. This is an unspoken agreement between 
the show and its audience to suspend disbelief in 
order to invest in the premise and characters. 


Despite the aus comically low relationship 
success rate, Bachelor Nation also serves as a 
public social club that fosters relationships 
between former cast members. These alumni 
serve os a reserve of characters who can join 
subsequent seasons at any time.

When 
the Navy came to evict people they 
would get chased ovt by the bees. 


So the bees are a Kind of 
protector/arbiter of the island. 


Since the_hurricane, rebuilding 
is slow. The little power on 
the island is supplied by an 
expensive, privately owned diesel 
ower plant and the scars of 
he storm and the poverty that 
preceded are everywhere. 


Vieques has a similar 
relationship to mainland Puerto 
Rico that Puerto Rico has to 
mainland United States. Their 
resources are limited and they 
rely on underwater pipes, which 
were only recently fixed, for 
water and power, and a ferry 
for most other things.
